Mixed Origin.’ 

- The people of the Marshall 
Islands, with their distinct type 
and language, are no doubt of 
mixed origin, the -overflow of, or 
refugees from, other archipelagoes, 
or stormdrivon wanderers, who, in 
their frail canoes, have. from time 
to.time “sought shelter, or been 
shipwrecked, on these coral 
beaches. They are smaller in 
stature than the inhabitants of 
most of the. other groups, timid 
and childlike. Their intelligence is 
only moderate.. They are un- 
thrifty, by nature idle, and rather 
attractive, They manifest a super- 
ficial and, at times, hysterical 
Christianity marked by fervant 
devotion, but they cause the mis- 
sionarics much concern .by the 
promiscuity of their relations, both 
within and: without -the bonda of, 
matrimony. The penalty . is the 
publication of the offenders’ names 
in church—for nothing seems hid 
in the settlement—and the prohibi- 
tion to attend church until a public 
confession and a promise of future 
Rood ‘behaviour are mate verbally 
during the Sunday service.
